His Will 


VARDON’S £11,000 
ESTATE 


When the will of Harry Vuardon, 
the golfer, wis discussed in’ the 
Chancery Division it was suggested, 
anid laughter, that in making, it he 
had “got bunkered at every turn.” 

Mr. Vardon, who dled on March 
20, 1937, left estate valued at £11- 
000, which he disposed of by a will 
written in Ink on a printed form. 

The matter came before Mr. Justice 
Farwell on a summons taken out by 
Mr. Arthur Brown, an executor and 
trustee of the estate, which ralsed 
questions of construction of the will. 

Mr, E. M. Winterbotham, for Mr. 
Brown, said that the testator, Mr. 
Henry William Vardon, was more 
commonly known as “Harry” Vardon, 

“T seem to have heard the name,” 
commented Mr. Justice Farwell. 


“HOME-DRAWN DOCUMENT 


Mr. Winterbotham sald that the 
will was a home-drawn document of 
a very peculiar type. It read: 

“T give and bequeath unto my wife, 
Jessie Vardon, all my  houschold 
furniture and house, also £400 a 
year, 

“My medals I should Ike to go to 
tu museum or some such place in 
Jersey, where they have these things 
alwuys,..” 

After disposing of a trophy to a 
niece, the will continucd: 

“T should Jike to know that my 
other prizes should be looked after 
and not given away any old way. 

“Same as pictures. There are some 
that will become valuable Inter on. 
There are in the drawers valuable 
things if sorted out. 

“T would like Doris Williams to 
have a choice of cup and £200, All 
my mounted golf balls to be given 
to A. Brown if ha would like them, 

"Then I hope that when my wife 
departs she will see the money will 
be dividett! between my sister and 
brothers and nephew and _ nieces.” 

Mr, Justice Forwell: Not a very 
good effort!

Vardon hod six brothers, two of 
whom were dead, and two aisters,

SANDBAGS 


The sandbags still takes some 
beating, and if you are determined 
to make your home as safe as possi- 
ble you will be advised to study the 
best’ method of utilising the sandbag 
—the real “old stager" of defensive 
warfare. 

Sandbag, outside are the best 
protection If your ‘walls are not 
thick enough to resist splinters, and 
they are also very effective for 
window openings. 

If you can completely close the 
window opening with a wall of 
sandbags (which should overlap the 
walls ench side by about a foot) you 
will prevent the glass from being 
breken by the blast of an explosion. 
You will also keep out splinters. 

But the window must still be 
seated inside against gas. A sand- 
bag wall part of the way up oa 
window wlll keep out splinters from 
the lower part of the room but will 
not save the plass. 

Remember that a wall of sand- 
bags should be broader at the base 
than ot the top and should be In 
vontaet with the house walls round 
the window opening. 


SIMPLE AND CHEAP 


I have sald before that stinplicity 
and cheapness re characteristics of 
ali aly rald precautions, And 
experts do not become extravagant 
when they suggest “extra precau- 
thons,” 

What for mInstance, will the trench 
or the dug-out cost? Nothing, save 
a little labour by you, Mr. Carring-

Tokyo, May 4. 


Russia’s alleged disregard for Japanese interests 
and the military assistance that she is said to be giving 
to China was dealt with in two statements by the Foreign 
Office, issued within 24 hours of each other. 

In a statement yesterday the Foreign Office spokes- 
man made a vigorous protest against’ the military 
assistance that Russia is alleged to be giving China. 

This-afternoon he made another statement, declaring 
that ‘the Soviet Government “fails to reciprocate the 
goodwill manifested by the Japanese Government in its 
efforts to settle all impending problems between the two 
countries, despite the Soviet’s professed readiness to 
settle all pending issues in a spirit of conciliation and 


concession.” 


The | Soviet Government, the 
statement declures, has unilaterally 
demnnded closure of the Japanese 
consulates at Habarovak and Blago- 
vorchensk, while negotintions on the 
question are atill going on. 

The Soviet steamers detained by 
the Jupanese for invasion of Japan's 
territorinl waters have been released 
by the Jnupanese Governnent 
“setuated by a desire to improve 
relations between Jopan and the 
Soviet Unlon." 

Their relense by the Japanese 
Government was designed as a fest 
definite: mensure for settling all 
pending problems, but the Sovict 
Government hana failed to reciprocate 
Jopnon's friendly gesture and on the 
other hand ts sun detaining several 
Japanese nationals, whom It promised 
to release, 


CONCESSION PROBLEM

Inquiry Discloses 
Member Of Crew 
Was Bayoneted 


Shanghai, May 5. 

It is learned that the British 
made repre- 
sentations to the Japanese an- 
thoritics against the boarding 
and detention of the British 
steamer Tung Wo by Japanese 
troops on April 27. 


The findings of the British Inquiry 
into the incident were as follows: 

Tho Tung Wo was lying in tho 
Yangtac estuary when, at 1 p.m. on 
April 26, a party of Japancso came 
aboard and asked tho Master for 
hts cargo permit. 

The Japanese then went ashore 
and had procetded about 200 yards 
when some Chineso guerillas open- 
ed fire on them. Tho Japanese 
were evidently under the impres- 
sion that somcono aboard the Tang 
Wo had fired and went back to the 
ship and asked the Captain to go 
aboard a Japanese warship. 

The Captain asked the Japanesc 
to nearch the Tung Wo, This they 
did, after which they wanted to 
take away the Chicf Enginccr, who 
was a Briton, and three members 
of the Chincse crew. Tho Captain 
refused, 

The Japanese then took the Tung 
Wo to Tsungming Istand and held 
her there for 24 hours. 

During the Investigation they 
stuck a bayonet into the chest of 
ono of the Chincse members of the 
crew, who waa badly Injured. 
There was no evidence whatever of 
any firing from the ship, 

In its representations to the Japan- 
ese authorities here, the British au- 
thorities forwarded a copy of the 
findings of the Inquiry.—Rexter,

Chinese League .Of: 
Nations Manifesto 


Hankow, May 5. 

A bitter denunciation of the 
abandonment of the principle of 
collective security and reversion 
to the pre-war balance of power 
through alliancos and align- 
ments iy contained in lengthy 
manifesto. issucd by the Chin- 
cre League of Nations Union. 

The manifesto was issued this 
morning, on the eve of the mect- 
ing in Geneva of the League of 
Nations Council. 

After recoiling China‘s disnppoint- 
ments with the League siice 1931, 
especially that organisation's hand- 
ling of the dispute between China and 
Japon, the manifesto dectures that 
China will not.only seck the support 
of the Lengue, but will attempt ta 
further augment. its power and 
strengthen its authority, 

Opposition Is voiced In the mant- 
festo to the various schemes for re- 
organising the League, purporting 
either to mit its geographical scope 
or its functions, or turn tt into a 
European concern, 

“Whether we are going to have 
war or pence will hinge on the at- 
{itude udopted by the Powers repre- 
sented on the Council,” declares the 
manifesto. 

“Will these Powers strive for the 
successful establishment of collective 
security within the League or will 
they revert to the pre-War balance 
of power through alllances and align- 
ments?” 

“We believe all these who uphold 
humanity, honour and justice cannot 
view with equanimity any penalty 
being infilcted upon the national 
existence of Abyssinia,” 


NO EXTRAVAGANT HOPES 


Turning to the dispute between 
Chinn and Japan, the statement de- 
clares; We entertain no extrava~ 
Rant hopes, but it is the duty of the 
League of Nations to curb ogeres- 
sion and maintain peace, 

“Even though present circumstan- 
ces prevent the reallsaion of the re- 
commendations contnined in the 
League of Nations® Assembly Report 
of 1933, nnd even though ft is very 
diMcult to invoke sanctions, at least 
the Lengue of Nations should male 
it its Immediate object to carry out 
the resolution adopted by the Assem- 
bly on October 6, 1937 on the basis 
of the Report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee.” 

In ordor to prevent a further 
intensification of the Japancse 
Invasion of China, Members of the 
League of Nations Union, adds 
the, manifesto, have the “sacred 
daty of applying sanctions against 
the aggressor nation, and urlhold- 
ing the territorial integrity of 
member nations."— Reuter 
Special.

SANDBAGS 


The sandbags still takes some 
benting, and if you are determincd 
to make your home as safe as possl~ 
ble you will be advised to study the 
best’ method of utilising the sandbng 
the real “old stager” of defensive 
warfare, 

Snondbags outside are the best 
protection §f your walls are not 
thicle enough to resist splinters, and 
they are also very effective for 
window openings. 

If you can completely close the 
window opening with a wall of 
sandbags (which should overlap the 
walls each side by about n foot) you 
will prevent the glass from being 
broken by the blast of an explosion. 
You will also keep out splinters. 

But the window must still be 
sealed inside against gas. A sand- 
bag wail part of the way up a 
window wlll keep out splinters from 
the lower part of the room but will 
not save the ginss. 

Remember that a wall of sand- 
bags should be broader at the base 
thon at the top ond should be In 
contact with the house walls round 
the window opening. 


SIMPLE AND CHEAP 


I have sald before that simpltcity 
and cheapness are characteristics of 
all alr raid precautions. And the 
experts do not become extravagant 
when they suggest “extra precau- 
tlons.” 

What for instance, will the trench 
or the dug-out cost? Nothing, save 
a iittle labour by you, Mr, Carring- 
ton, 

Any bags or sacks, including pu- 
per do for sandbags, But If they are 
Jargé, do not ON them right up or 
you won't be able to carry them, 

If you cannot get sand, use 
earth Instead. It will serve just 
aq well, 

If you haven't rot sandbags, a 
wall of boxes filled with carth will 
do instead, The box-wall should 
hot be less than 2ft. Gin, thick, If 
the bexes ere large, Ml them = in 
position and ram the earth well 
down. 

. You ask me, Mr. Carrington, what 
happens tn the case of a basement 
refuge? You're thinking. nu doubt, 
of that friend of yours who hos a 
room in a defenceless boarding house 
near the ferry (and so near the 
railway station, which will almost 
certainly be a bombing objective)

Lord Londonderry, Germany, 
And The Jewish Question 


ITURSDAY, February 6.—We set 

out in General Gocring’s machine 

for Einrink, Hitler’s private airfield

RIDAY, February. 7—Snow | fell 
heavily, but we motored to the 
airfield and flaw to Munich. 

After an excellent lunch we pro- 
ceeded by cor ‘to Gurmisch-Parten- 
klrchen, where we spent a delightful 
week in the surroundings of the 
Olympic Games, which had ate 
tracted 1 vast concourse: of people, 
who thoroughly enjoyed the wonder- 
ful spectacle which the competitions 
jn the Winter Sports Section pro- 
vided.

plrations,

The Chairman of the International 
Tin Committee issued a statement lo- 
day, pointing out that ns the intention 
of the Committee wns to accumulate 
the projected buffer stock in Hix 
months, the quota would normally 
be 15 per cent, of standard tonnages. 

In the present circumstances, and 
assuming that the buffer scheme 
was accepted in the near future, the 
intention of the Committce Is to fix 
the ordinary quotn and the buffer 
quota so that the combined outputs 
wauld opproximate — the present 
International quota of 55 per cent. 
Thus the present rate of production 
would be substantially unchanged. 
Roughly a quarter of the production, 
however, would be held in the buffer 
stocks,
